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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the second office action for serial number 1 0/647,689. This application 
remains 20 claims numbered 1-20. 

2. Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No individual recitation or obvious combination of citations discloses or suggests 
a wine holder as claimed. The most closest prior art, Amigone (US 2,817,458); 
however, Amigone does not disclose a continuous, elongated support frame providing a 
vertical loop over the base; and means affixed at least one of the support means to 
permit rotation of the cylindrical receptacle from the vertical up to about 20 degrees 
away from the vertical to facilitate the removal of a wine bottle for dispensing wine to the 
consumers in combination with other limitations, which is not found in the art to be 
anticipated or rendered obvious the above limitations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
